A new map showing Indiana’s 
nine-thousand-mile state high­ 
way system, and listing improve­ 
ments made during the past 
year, is now being prepared by 
the State Highway Commission 
and will be issued early in Feb­ 
ruary, James D. Adams, chair­ 
man, announced today. Route 
numbers and other details are 
now being check ed and printing 
will start as soon as final revi­ 
sions are made. 
One of the major changes be­ 
ing made in the 1936 map is the 
showing of all construction work 
which will be in progress during 
the first p art of the year. Brok en 
lines will designate the parts of 
highways where paving, resur­ 
facing, grading and other im­ 
provement work is scheduled. 
Scores of improvement projects 
are already under contract for 
construction during the spring 
and summer while other work 
already begun, will not be com­ 
pleted until months after the 
new maps are issued. 
The 1936 maps* will carry the

This does not 
mean that it is a red letter day in ou r history. 
It merely connotes that it is the day on which 
another international promise has b een repu di­ 
ated, and one which can only b e properly com­ 
memorated b y Uncle Sam with red ink. 
It was on this date that Great Britain calmly 
notified u s that she cou ld not make a payment on 
the deb t which she owes u s and that another in­ 
stallment of $117,670,765 is in defau lt. Tru e it is 
that the defau lt is made with “regrets” b u t these 
ex pressions of condolence are hardly worth one 
hu ndred and seventeen millions, even in fifty- 
nine cent dollars. 
Du ring three past weeks the Eu ropean nations 
have b een b u sy with another “shenanigan” in 
Eu rope and nob ody yet knows what final shape 
it will take, b u t now they, and especially Great 
Britain, have b een seeking to get ou r active su p­ 
port. It is therefore certainly proper and timely, 
that we consider this defau lted deb t, as an ad­ 
vance shadow of what might happen to other 
promises if we were once more foolishly to plu nge 
ou r people into the Eu ropean mess. 
At this time when John Bu ll can’t pay the 117 
millions he is preparing to increase greatly the 
size of the navy and to dominate the Mediterran­ 
ean and the Red Sea, even if he has to b low Italy 
ou t of the water to do it. This is none of ’Ou r 
b u siness, of cou rse, b u t it is rather interesting 
yet disheartening to note that this is going to cost 
a lot of money if it is pu lled off, a lot more than 
the aforesaid 117 millions which England can’t 
afford to pay u s. 
Let it b e rememb ered also that Italy is now en­ 
gaged in a grand conqu est of Northern Africa, 
spending many millions at a time when she can’t 
afford to pay u s anything on accou nt. And there 
are other “poor deb tors” of ou rs in Eu rope who 
can find millions for b omb ing planes and mu s­ 
kets b u t nothing for an honest deb t owed Uncle 
Sam. 
All of those things, we repeat, ou ght to b e taken 


into consideration when we are asked to pu ll 
England’s chestnu ts, or some other nation’s 
chestnu ts, ou t of the fire over in Eu rope. 
It 
might also b e rememb ered that ou t state depart­ 
ment is now entering into solemn tariff treaties 
with other nations, calcu lated to admit a flood of 
foreign-made goods to ou r shores on the promise 
that the alien nation will b u y more from u s. 
Some of the nations which will enter into these 
solemn ob ligations, or b e b enefited b y them, are 
the same nations which have already repu diated 
solemn ob ligations to pay their ju st deb ts. How 
do you figu re it all ou t, anyhow? 


POLITICAL POLLS 
Th swing against Roosevelt is evidenced b y the 
two nation-wide polls of The Literary Digest and 
The American Institu te of Pu b lic Opinion. 
Jim Farley is advertising the poll itself b y pu b ­ 
licly criticising it today, whereas he praised it in 
1932 when it was favorab le to Roosevelt. Walter 
Winchell reports that the Democrats are attem pt­ 
ing to stop it in variou s states on the grou nd 
that it is u nlawfu l to ask how one has voted in 
any election. At any rate, to the consternation 
of the New Dealers, the vote in b oth polls is 
mou nting against Roosevelt. 
Hoosiers are natu rally most interested in the 
Indiana vote, and in b oth polls ou r state iq in 
the Repu b lican colu mn. It is interesting to ob ­ 
serve the decline of Roosevelt popu larity in Indi­ 
ana. In the Digest poll for Indiana in 1932, his 
per cent was 54.67. In 1934 it dropped to 52.09, 
and today he is on the losing side, with only 40.54 
per cent of the Indiana vote. 
In the Weekly Newspaper Poll of pu b lic opin­ 
ion, Roosevelt is shown to have 49 per cent of the 
vote, as compared to 56 per cent in 1932. All of 
which goes to prove that the New Deal spokes­ 
men who have b een declaring that there really is 
and shou ld b e only one party in this cou ntry, 
are du e to disillu sionment this year. 
The one 
party system of government as set u p in Italy, 
Ru ssia and Germany will not take root in this 
cou ntry, in spite of New Dealers, so long as a 
spark of the Patrick Henry spirit ex ists.

San Antonio, Tex ., Dec. 25 (JP) 
—Rep. Mau ry Maverick, (D-Tex ), 
said today he wou ld u rge con­ 
gress to lau nch gigantic and per­ 
manent home b u ilding and soil 
conservation programs to pro­ 
vide steady employment for ap­ 
prox imately 5,000,000 persons.
